Latest American 
Murder In Mexico 
Will Be Probed 


. Washington, Nov. 6.— The state department is making inquiries, 


it was learned today, oi the Carranza government and through British 


or French consular officers in Mexico to establish the facts regarding 


the killing of Dr. H. C. Fisher, an American, said to have been murder­ 


ed by bandits at Santa Rosalia. 


The only report of the incident which has reached the depart­ 


ment, came from the collector of customs at El Paso and was trans­ 


mitted as a rumor current in that city. 
It was stated at the state de­ 


partment that Dr. Fisher had been warned personally several times to 


leave Mexico but had refused to do so. 
It was stated that every 


available channel of information u ill be used in an effort to get the 


facts. 
The department has received no information today regarding the 


reported killing of several other Americans in Chihuahua (City or in 
Santa Rosalia.
